We believe that the use of tobacco, and especially of cigarettes, 
is seriously imperiling the future mental, physical, and moral welfare 
of society and therefore pledge ourselves to discourage this destructive 
habit. ; 

We express our confidence in and pledge our support to our 
Board of Temperance, Prohibition and Public Morals. 

We note with dread the spirit of distrust so prevalent in our 
commercial and industrial life. Let us set ourselves to dam this 
tide of dissension by imploring our people in the name of our 
country and our God to place the duties to God and fellow man 
above individual rights. ; 

As we come to the time when the scientific and industrial advance 
may come to their fruition in great changes, when capitalistic system, 
the wage system, the industrial order, the church, the home, the 
school, the state are being submitted to the attack of all evil forces 
and to the test of all the age, let us go with humble and prayerful 
hearts to the feet of the Christ. 

We believe in war only as a last recourse. We honor the men 
who have given their lives to secure to us the blessings of liberty. 
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But we believe the time has come for all nations to disarm and to 
settle disputes by arbitration. We commend the President of the 
United States in calling a disarmament conference and we advocate 
a general disarmament of the nations and that the United States 
take the first step in accomplishing this end.

*REPORT OF THE. COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 
The Board of Education 

It is gratifying to report that the income of the Board of Educa- 
tion of the Methodist Episcopal Church has at last risen to such 
a figure that the Board can be organized in departments. 

This makes possible direct supervision of the educational work 
of the church, and departments are now functioning in the supervision 
of our denominational colleges, schools in the South, religious work 
in Colleges, and the Conference Course of Study. 

The collections and the payment of loans of the Children’s 
Day Fund have increased quite substantially. This enables the 
board to assist a larger number of students in our colleges. This 
fund should be carefully looked after by our pastors, and the proceeds 
sent directly to the Board of Hducation in New York. 

College of Puget Sound 
The College of Puget Sound reports a year of victories. The 
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whole of Methodism was thrilled when the fund of one million dollars 
was oversubscribed on April 14, 1921. 


The enrollment of 264 students in college subjects during the 
college year, and 266 in Summer School, and the number of the 
graduating class last June were all above previous records. Then 
107 were enrolled in the Summer School for Religious Education, 
conducted by the Sunday School Board; and if we add the enrollment 
in the Conservatory of Music, nearly 700 persons received some 
instruction in the college during the past year. 


Many states of the Union have placed the college on the accredited 
lists of institutions of higher learning, while other states have the 
matter under consideration. 


The General Education Board of New York City set its seal 
of approval on the college by making to it a formal proposition on 
May 2, 1921, to make a donation of $250,000 on general endowment, 
if the college would raise a similar amount for the same purpose. 


We congratulate the College of Puget Sound and its President 
upon this fine achievement, and in recognition of the vital relations 
existing between us, and of the fact that the subscriptions to the 
one million dollar fund completed April 14, 1921, were almost wholly 
made up by people in Western Washington, we pledge our prayers 
and hearty support, and join with the Puget Sound Conference in 
thanksgiving to God for these victories.

Willamette University

Brother L. N. B. Anderson was born August 16, 1850, in the 
state of Indiana, and passed away May 14, 1921, at McEwen, Oregon, 
age 70 years, 8 months, and 26 days. 

When thirty years of age, after a good scholastic preparation, he 
was admitted into the South Kansas Conference. In 1883, he trans- 
ferred to the Columbia Conference, of which he was a member 
until his death, with the exception of two years at the time that 
some of our territory went to the Idaho Conference. Also a period 
- of twelve years, 1892 to 1904, in which he had the located relation. 

No one ever thought of accusing Brother Anderson of being 
lazy or cowardly. He became an active leader in every circle in 
which he moved, and his temperament was such that he had a 
rather wide sphere of activity. 

He was a reformer and stood for every advance movement that 
he felt would in any way enhance the interests of the laboring man. 


As a located and supernumerary preacher, he was just as much 
the man of God, the citizen and the reformer, as he was in the 
active ministry, and after twelve years of this work, in which time 
he served as State Superintendent of Public Instruction, County 
Superintendent of Schools, was in the implement and grain business, 
he came back into the active ministry and without a taint on his 
record, and with all the fiery zeal of his young manhood, helping 
to establish the church in a number of needy places in this Inland 


Empire.

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Brother Anderson was a great believer in the power of the 
Gospel of Christ, and stood faithfully for the “faith once delivered 
to the saints.” 


Shortly before he passed away he wrote a letter in which he 
spoke of his ministry. He said that if he had it to do over again, 
he would preach the same way—that had never failed to be true 
to his best conception of a minister of Jesus Christ. 


Brother Anderson had a passion for justice and right. It made 
no difference how matters looked to his friends or to the world, 
he stood on both feet, squarely for his ideas of right. He was a 
man of vision, prayer, and deeply devotional. We shall miss his 
cheery, vigorous presence, but will thfnk God for the assurance 
that there will be a welcome for him on the other side. 

Funeral services were held at Spokane in charge of Dr. U. F. Hawk. 


During his last days he suffered much, but was constantly happy 
and living a victorious life. 


MYRON ROBERT BROWN 


Three score and fourteen years ago there was born in the city 
of Toledo, Ohio, a babe whom the parents named Myron Robert 
Brown. : 


His paternal ancestors came to the United States not long after 
the landing of the Pilgrims. His maternal ancestors were Meth- 
odists, having been associated with the early work of John Wesley 
in England. 


When a lad of six years, his parents crossed the plains with an 
ox team and settled in Clackamas County, Oregon. Soon after 
arriving in Portland, Oregon, his father died, leaving his mother 
with two children to care for in a new and strange land. The 
provision ship which should have brought them supplies was lost at 
sea and all that winter the family lived on Oregon potatoes and 
wild game, without salt. 


Myron Brown, while yet a boy, was converted as a result of 
the pioneer missionary work in Oregon. Early in life he felt the 
call to preach. God served notice on him sufficiently early in life, 
that he might get his education and training, but his own course 
swept him out into secular work, and not until after middle life 
was he reclaimed. As soon as he was reclaimed, he heard again 
the call to preach, and in 1889, in the 48rd year of his life, he went 
to his first charge, which was Grants, Oregon. 


The next year he was appointed as missionary to the Yakima 
Indians. Here the sorrow of his life came when his wife sickened 
and died. So isolated were they that he had to be not only nurse but 
undertaker and sexton, too. Four daughters have likewise preceded 
him, while one son, Rev. Arthur W. Brown of the Puget Sound Con- 
ference, and one daughter survive him. 

Though beginning later than many, yet his ministry continued 
over a period of thirty years with but one break of two years. .-During 
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his long pastorate of five years at Wallace, Idaho, serious labor 

troubles arose, but he commanded the respect of all and rendered 

ee service in assisting the officers of the law in performing their 
es. 

His ministry was a helpful one, characterized by earnest, fervent 
prayer and preaching, revivals and conversions. Having made 
full proof of his ministry, he continued steadfast to the end and 
died while serving as a supply pastor. At Edwall he became ill. 
After recovery, he visited his son, Arthur, and was offered the pas- 
torate of Hoquiam, Wash., in the Puget Sound Conference, where 
he served a short time when the final summons came. 

The funeral was held from the church he last served, and his 
body rests in a little pioneer cemetery near Viola, Clackamas County, 
Oregon, where have been buried his grandfather, his father and 
mother, and one daughter—four generations. 


Thus we chronicle the passing of this faithful servant of the 
Lord from a good life here to a better there. As the Bible assures 
us, “To depart and be with Christ is far better’—better physically— 
“For when this mortal shall have put on immortality” it will not be 
subject to aches and pains and human limitations. Better intellec- 
tually, for here we “know in part,’ and there “we shall know as 
also we are known.’ Better socially, for there will be no sin nor 
sorrow there, for “God shall wipe all tears from our eyes.” Better 
spiritually, for here at best “we see through a glass darkly but then 
face to face,’ and we have the assurance that “we shall be like him, 
for we shall see him as he is.” Therefore 

“°Tis not a cause of small import

But what might fill an angel’s heart, 
And filled a Savior’s hands.”

REV. HENRY MOYS 


Henry Moys, the eldest son of John and Elizabeth Moys, was 
born in a Methodist home in Hern Bay, England, March 22, 1835, 
and eighty-six years later, from his home in Portland, Oregon, on 
Thursday, April 21, 1921, went triumphantly to his coronation. 

When 17 years old, Bro. Moys came with his parents to America, 
and settled in Chicago. He was converted in old Clark Street 
Church, soon entered the Northwest University at Evanston, later 
entered the Methodist Itinerancy, and was admitted on trial in the 
Kansas Conference in 1858. He was ordained Elder by Bishop 
Simpson in the year 1861. Our Sunday School Advocate for Febru- 
ary 28, 1914, has an article concerning a certain church from which 
we take the following: 

“This is said to be the oldest church in use now in the 

State of Kansas. It was built in 1861, during the pastorate 

of the Rev. H. Moys, a pioneer Methodist minister, who is

now retired and living on the Pacific Coast. The preacher 

rafted the black-walnut logs across the Kansas River, and 

worked hard at the building himself. . . . It is now a 

historic edifice, for it was the boyhood shrone of Bishop 

William A. Quayle when he was a typical red-headed; freckle- 

faced, mischievous lad. The church plot is off of the old 

Quayle homestead at Auburn, Kansas.” 

In 1886 Bro. Moys came, by transfer, from Kansas to the Columbia 
River Conference, and was stationed at Ellensburg, Wash. After- 
ward he served several charges, and retired finally in 1905. 

He and his excellent and accomplished wife were held in very 
high esteem by all who knew them. While in the retired relation, 
he served several charges as “supply” in the Oregon Conference. 
His residence, for many years, has been in Portland, Oregon. 


In his later years he very much resembled Bishop Thoburn in 
appearance and manner. Funeral services were conducted in Cen- 
tenary-Wilbur Church, Portland, by his pastor, Dr. F. L. Wemett, 
assisted by Revs. B. J. Hoadley, John Parsons and Harold Oberg, 
and interment was in Lone Fir Cemetery.

OBITUARY OF WILLIAM S. TURNER 


William S. Turner was born at Jersey Shore, Penn., May 28th, 
1826, of Methodist parentage. He graduated from Asbury (now 
Depauw) University in 1852. Soon after graduation he joined the 
South Hast Indiana Conference and was transferred to a mission 
at Diamond ‘Springs, California. After serving several pastorates 
in California, he went to the Sandwich Islands for his health. The 
next Conference made Honolulu an appointment, and here he organ- 
ized the first church. Leaving the Islands in 1859, he was appointed 
to Downieville in the Sierra’ Nevada mountains. Next he was called 
into educational work and his experience was as follows: Two 
years as professor of English Literature and Latin at University of 
Pacific; seven years as principal of Napa Collegiate Institute, and 
later temporary president of Spokane College. 
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After brief pastorates at Fairfield and Petaluma, h | i 

ae , he was appointed 
Presiding Elder of the Petaluma District, which embraced almost all 
of California north of San Francisco. 


In quest of a more favorable climate, in 1879 he transferred to 
the Columbia River Conference and was stationed at Colfax. He 
speaks of this pastorate of three years as being in some respects the 
most pleasant and profitable of his fifty years’ ministry. 


He was again appointed Presiding Elder with residence at Lewis- 
ton, Idaho. Other important pastorates were Lewiston, Colfax a 
second time, and Union Park, Spokane. In 1896 he retired and made 
his home with his daughter.- He died at Spokane rather suddenly 
November 12th, 1920, at the ripe old age of 94 years, 5 months, 14 days. - 
Funeral services were held from the Liberty Park Church, conducted 


‘by Dr. U. F. Hawk and the writer.

MARCUS MARCELLUS WALTZ 
Marcus Marcellus Waltz was born in Lincoln, Neb., January 31,

He died in a hospital at Corvallis, Oregon, November 1, 1920. 
His body was laid to rest in the Bellefountain Cemetery near his 
home. He leaves his widow, three sons, Ray M. Waltz of Browns- 
ville, Ore.; Roswell. S., and Loyd B. Waltz, who are attending the 
Willamette University, and a brother, H. W. Waltz, formerly a mem- 
ber of the Columbia River Conference, now residing in California. 

He was a faithful Christian, a true brother and a loyal friend.

XVI. All members of the Conference in the effective relation, and all minis- 
ters who are changing their relation to effective, and taking appointments, all super- 
annuates, all preachers on trial, all candidates for admission on trial, and all sup- 
plies, who attend the session of the Columbia River Annual Conference must file 
with the Secretary on or before noon of the second day of the session a statement 
showing the name of the person, the name of the charge from which he came, the 
fare paid each railroad, stage or other conveyance within the bounds of the Con- 
ference in coming to the seat of the Annual Conference, on a blank provided for 
that purpose. 


The aggregate amount of these fares shall be divided by the number of persons 
in attendance and the quotient of such division shall be deemed the average fare. 
All persons who have not paid an actual fare equal to or more than the average 
fare shall pay the Secretary an amount equal to twice the difference between the fare 
he actually paid and the average fare. When all such payments shall have been 
made, the Secretary shall pay to those who have paid more than the average fare 
an amount equal them, the difference between the average fare and the fare actually 
paid by them, provided, that no superannuate within the bounds of the Conference 
shall be expected to contribute to the equalization, but may reap any benefit accru- 
ing to him therefrom. 


XVII. The Conference shall consider in executive session all personal matters 
regarding the character of members, or the character of any who are proposed for 
membership. 


XVIII. Roberts’ Rules of Order shall be the standard of parliamentary usage. 


XIX. The Conference Deaconess Board shall nominate the Trustees for the 
Maria Beard Deaconess Hospital Association of the Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
also three Trustees for the Central Washington Deaconess Hospital, in the manner 
prescribed by the Articles of Incorporation of the said Association.
